If the 
gambling joints don't do well 
out of the tourist surge which is 
expected to wash up like a 
golden tide on the shores of Mon- 
aco, then the Prince will need 
all the help he can get from his 
father-in-law. | 

Another thing struck me as 
pretty sour. The great romance 
had its final act just at the time 
most Americans were looking 
ruefully at bank balances and 
savings account books showing 
withdrawals for the purpose of 
paying income taxes. But over 
in Monaco a lot of frivolous 
Americans were revealing they 
had great amounts of fresh 
money to throw away foolishly 
and wastefully. It must have 
caused a fairly high percentage 
of Americans at home to wonder 
how it is the income tax seems 
to. be rigged to allow such ex- 
travagant waste. 


Comic Opera 

It was a lot of comic opera 
stuff, but much of it was not 
s0 comic at that. All in all, it 
seemed to be one of the worst 
examples of extreme bad taste 
and overemphasis to come along 
in a long, long time. 

Monaco is not really a coun- 
try, but a gambling concession. 
It is the Las Vegas of Europe. 
Incidentally, there was an editor 
around this town, attending the 
convention of editors, who works 
for a newspaper in Reno. He 
said the boys out there were get- 
ting prepared for the next chap- 
ter in the great romance but 
maybe he.was a little cynical. 

An editor from fowa also was 
talking about the romance and 
the size of Monaco. ‘‘Why,”’ he 
said, “every year we elect a 
4-H Club queen and she rules 
over more territory than Prin- 
cess Kelly. And her title is built 
on good fat pigs and corn which 
are a lot more substantial than 
dice tables, even if the Republi- 
can administration has reduced 
the price of both.’”’ 

Anyhow, it is impossible to be- 
lieve the story of the Prince and 
Princess was worth all the space 
it got. 

It. provided, though, a good 
comparison with another wed- 
ding which will ‘be held today. 
Miss Margaret Truman is mar- 
rying no prince, but a working 
newspaperman. She could have 
had the town of Independence, 
Mo., jumping, as they say, had 
she played it for that. She will 
be married in an Episcopal 
church which seats about 200 
persons. Those in attendance will 
be the family and a few friends. 


No Titles 


When the wedding trip is end- 
ed they both will go back to 
work, living in a New York 
apartment. Neither will . have 
titles save those which they al- 
ready have earned—the respect 
and admiration of all who know 
them. e 
One likes to think that maybe 
the two weddings, scheduled in 
the same week, will offer such 
an obvious comparison, the ef- 
fect may be salutary. 

The wedding in Independence 
must seem very dull indeed to 
those who were thrilled by the 
events in Monaco. A close 
perusal of the news from M\s- 
souri does not reveal the pres- 
ence of a single jewel thief. 
There has been no row over pro- 
tocol and who'shall sit where 
at dinner and lunch when Clifton 
Daniel is introduced to the rela- 
tives. No photographers have 
been slugged by police and 
princely bodyguards. No art 
thieves entered the homes in 
Independence to steal paintings 
off the walls. If they had tried 
it the cops almost certainly would 
have had them in the jug. One 
gets the feeling that in Monaco 
the jewel, fur and art thieves 
work on concessions. | 

Well, how, it is good to 
have the great romance off the 
front pages. The old familiar 
romances and the doings of the 
Russian tourists, Bulganin and 
Khrushchev, dull as they are, 
seem almost brisk and gay.

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Towns Have Right 
To Be Heard, Too 


There ‘is considerable justification for 
complaints by Mayor Frank Tigner, of 
LaGrange, about treatment of Georgia's 
towns and cities by the state government 
and the Legislature. 

Mr. Tigner, who is also president of 
the municipal association, is indignant 
because almost the éntire proposed leg- 
islative program of the association was 
ignored completely at the last session of 
the General Assembly. 

The measures requested—most of them 
practical and just—were bypassed, even 
after the administration had endorsed 
many of them. 

Without any intention of promoting or 
participating in any urban-rural fight, 
certain facts should be pointed out. Geor- 
gia is no longer a predominantly rural 
state. There are many more people living 
in its towns and cities than in rural com- 
munities. There are many more people 
who make their living and who pay their 


state, city and county taxes in these 
cities. 
In any situation of majority rule, 


these urban communities are entitled to be 
heard. 

In the last session of the Assembly, 
for instance, a bill that would have per- 
mitted home rule quietly was shunted 
aside. Another that would have permitted 
cities who wanted them to set up traffic 
gourts, although Atlanta was granted 
such permission, was killed. 

The Legislature also refused to ap- 
prove legislation that would have required 
the state to maintain its roads through 
cities. Certainly no request was fairer than 
that since town dwellers pay as much gas- 
Oline taxes as anybody. And cities get no 
refunds from gasoline taxes nor dp they 
have an Urban Street Authority, spon- 
sored by the state to build urban roads. 
Amd nobody can deny the inequities in 
school financing. 

The state is participating in building 
Atlanta’s Expressway, but the state is al- 
s© using it and the population of the 
metropolitan area comprises about a quar- 
ter of the state’s population.

Our 
economy depends upon the market place.

Don’t Condemn Corps for One Tragic Error 


Atlanta—Not since the mistreat- 
ment of enlisted men at Camp 
Gordon a few years back has there 
been so much aroused public criti- 
cism of military training. May I 
offer some suggestions for those 
who may be apt to jump to hasty 
conclusions about such matters. 


l. Wait for thorough investiga- 
tion to bring out all the facts. 

2. Weigh all the evidence, 
ancing justice with mercy. 

3. Trust those in authority with 
your full confidence. 


I went through the roughest kind 
of training with Marines on the 
West Coast and in the Pacific. 
They were the heroes of Bougain- 
ville, Guam and Iwo Jima. Their 
record of valorous achievement I 
found to be a combination of indi- 
vidual exploits and basic team- 
work, the fruits of intensive train- 
ing and discipline. 

As a chaplain I saw and ex- 
perienced many things in the Corps 
that called for faith in God, in my 
fellow man, in the future of Amer- 
ca and for all the understanding of 
which I was and am capable. | 
never met the man who was not a 
better man because of his service 
with the Corps, with the rare ex- 
ception of a few incorrigibles for 
whom not even the Corps could do 
anything. 

Let us not turn a tragedy, due 
to a single error of judgment, into 
an indictment against one of the 
most splendid military organiza- 
tions the world has ever seen. After 
all. marines are but Americans in 
uniform.

For next September, four are 
available — a boy and a girl from 
Germany, a boy from Finland and 
a girl from Spain. 

These are not wails, orphans or 
DPs. Each is a young person who 
has demonstrated qualities of lead- 
ership in school, each comes from 
an established home at home and 
each will return at the end of the 
senior year as a witness to our 
way of living at the family level.

‘It is more blessed to give than to receive” 
(Acts 20:35). St. Paul quoted these words from 
Christ. The early ‘churchmen repeated them and 
throughout the history of Christianity 


Something we tend more gen- 
erally to affirm with our lips than 
with our hands, our time, our ef- 
fort and our checkbooks? When we 
do give of ourselves and our sub- 
stance, don’t we too often give in a 
perfunctory way, as a matter of 
habit only?

Congress made that emphati- 
cally plain to the White House 
long before the bill was put on 
the President’s desk. 


Though the proposal included the 
favorite feature of Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Benson and Mr. 
Eisenhower, the soil bank, it also 
provided for a return to rigid 90 
per cent of parity supports for 
basic commodities for one year 
and the President declined to ac- 
cept the bill on that basis. 


It may be, as Secretary Benson 
contends, the soil bank program is 
the best hope of a long-range so- 
lution to the problem of farm prod- 
uct surpluses, hence farm prices, 
but at best the soil bank could 
not make itself felt materially for 
several years. And the farmer to- 
day is in no position to wait one 
year, much less an indefinite pe- 
riod for relief. 

The high parity supports are nec- 
essary to get the farmer over his 
present difficulties. It made sense 
to tie in the rigid support plan to 
tide over the farmer until the soil 
bank plan was operating with the 
desired results. 

Aside from the grievous blow 
dealt the farmers, the President's 
decision will have widespread po- 
litical impact on the coming elec- 
tions. 

As for the presidential race, it- 
self, Mr. Eisenhower has definitely 
taken a calculated risk. In the 
past, the greater part of the farm- 
er’s discontent with the administra- 
tion has directed itself at Secretary 
Benson, but in this situation it 
was clearly Mr. Eisenhower's

While some voters will admire 
the President’s pluck in turning 
the bill down in face of pressure 
from many loyal members of his 
Own party, thpusands of farmers 
and those who depend on and sym- 
pathize with the farmers will be 
ready for a change.
